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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Newly added claims 14-16 require further search and consideration. Furthermore, Applicant's arguments with 
regard to prior art to Chang et al. is not found persuasive because the prior art discloses a solids content of 56% which is only a preferred 
embodiment. Additionally, a solids content of 56% is close to 60% as recited in instant claims and it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art that the properties of the compositions comprising 56% and 60% solids content would be very similar, absent 
evidence to the contrary. It is the examiner's position that a skilled artisan would be motivated to increase the solids content of the 
Chang's composition for reasons cited in the final rejection. 
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
